Help for 
women 
who fear 
violence 

WOMEN across the Black 
Country are to have the 
right to find out if their boy¬ 
friend has a secret violent 
past under new laws. 

Clare’s Law, which ena¬ 
bles both men and women 
to ask police for background 
checks that could reveal 
whether they are at risk of 
attack or abuse from a part¬ 
ner, will be brought into ef¬ 
fect this month. 

It also gives potential vic¬ 
tims a ‘right to know’, which 
allows police to disclose sen¬ 
sitive information about a 
partner even if an individual 
has not asked for it. 

The expansion of Clare’s 
Law nationally comes after a 
successful pilot in Manches¬ 
ter, Gwent, Wiltshire and 
Nottingham during which 
more than 400 women were 
given sensitive information 
such as details of a partner’s 
criminal record. 

Staffordshire and West 
Mercia Police are this week 
preparing for the roll out on 
Saturday while West Mid¬ 
lands hope to have it in force 
by the end of the month. 

Staffordshire Police Chief 
Constable Mike Cunning¬ 
ham said: “Domestic abuse 
shatters lives.” 

The scheme is named 
after Clare Wood, who was 
murdered by her ex-boy¬ 
friend George Appleton at 
her Salford home in Febru¬ 
ary 2009. She was unaware 
of his domestic abuse his¬ 
tory with other women. 

Last of the 
century men 

THE final member of West 
Bromwich Albion’s ‘team of 
the century’ has died aged 
89. 

Right-back Stan Rickaby 
made 205 appearances for 
the club, scoring twice, in 
the 1950s. The England in¬ 
ternational also collected 
a 1954 FA Cup-winners’ 
medal after playing in every 
round before missing out on 
the the club’s victory in the 
final due to injury. 

His death, shortly before 
his 90th birthday, cuts the 
final connection with Albi¬ 
on’s ‘team of the century’ of 
1953-54. 


CHIEF'S PLEDGE 
ON £20m CUTS 


CUTS of more than £20 million over 
the coming year have been approved 
by Sandwell Council, with the author¬ 
ity’s finance chief pledging to protect 
front line services. 

Councillor Steve Eling also said there would 
be continued investment in the borough as a 


council tax freeze was 
night. 

The finance chief said: 
“We are setting this budget 
against a background of 
what are probably the worst 
cuts in living memory. 

“We’ve already had, since 
2010/11, £70m worth of 
cuts. In the coming year we 
will have £22.2m of cuts, the 
year after Government have 
confirmed another £28m of 
cuts, taking us up to £120m. 

“Things are pretty des¬ 
perate, and we know that 
this has created a crisis 
level for services in many 
local authorities around the 
country.” 

Councillor Eling be¬ 
moaned what he called ‘a 
very definite stench of po¬ 
litical bias’ in allocation 
of funds to Tory run coun¬ 
cils, including Wokingham 
Borough Council where he 
says they are experiencing 
growth this coming year. 

Thousands 

He added: “Nevertheless 
we have come up with a me¬ 
dium term financial state¬ 
ment that plans out how we 
will achieve savings to bal¬ 
ance that budget over the 
next three years.” 

Councillor Eling pledged 
that front line services 
would be protected as far 
as possible, and that invest¬ 
ment in the borough would 
continue, including the 
building of ‘thousands’ of 
council houses. 

On council tax, he said: 
“It pleases me to some de¬ 
gree to say we are going

to freeze our council tax 
again, because it’s the right 
thing to do for the people of 
Sandwell, because they are 
still having a difficult time. 

“This is a solid budget 
for the people of Sandwell 
- there’s no talk of bank¬ 
ruptcy here.” 

He said that, when added 
to the scrapping of Govern¬ 
ment programmes such as 
the Decent Homes social 
housing refurbishment pro¬ 
ject over the past few years, 
the amount actually being 
lost to the council is in the 
region of £250m. The budget 
was passed in a named vote 
by 61 to one, with the only 
member voting against 
being Langley’s independ¬ 
ent councillor Mick Davies. 

Meanwhile cash-strapped 
authorities in other areas 
are now planning to turn off 
the lights after midnight, 
potentially plunging parts of 
the region into darkness, as 
they try to save money. 

Dudley Council is plan¬ 
ning to turn off lights in 
some parts of the borough 
after midnight from 2016 to 
save a similar amount. 

In Wolverhampton and 
Walsall the councils are 
gradually replacing old 
street lights with low en¬ 
ergy, modern light-emitting 
diode (LED) ones that cost 
less.

Majority 
of pupils 
get school 
of choice 

ALMOST three quarters 
of pupils in Sandwell have 
been given their first choice 
secondary school, accord¬ 
ing to figures released this 
week. 

A total of 2,825 pupils out 
of 3,786 have been success¬ 
ful in gaining a place at their 
top choice of school - a total 
of 74.6 per cent. 

The figure is slightly 
down from the 77 per cent 
last year. 

The number of families 
gaining their second choice 
school was also revealed as 
460, around 12.15 per cent, 
while there were 161 who 
got their third choice, 65 
their fourth, 37 their fifth 
and 16 their sixth. 

There was also a group 
of some 222 families who 
did not get any of their top 
six preferences for schools 
for their children - but that 
decision can be based on if 
parents applied for school 
too far away from their 
home address, and families 
are able to lodge appeals if 
they did get the result they 
wanted. 

It means that according 
to the figures, 91 per cent of 
parents applying saw their 
children allocated a place at 
one of their top three prefer¬ 
ences this year. 

Last year, the council said 
77 per cent of first prefer¬ 
ences were met, with 92 per 
cent being allocated a place 
at one of their top three 
preferences.

The move came after parents and 
other family members had complained about the 
stench, fearing it may have been caused by rats. 


Relief for 
driver after 
car tracked 

A RELIEVED driver has 
been reunited with her 
stolen car thanks to quick 
thinking officers - and her 
mobile phone. 

The 57-year-old driver 
had left her car unlocked 
with the keys in the ignition 
when visiting a house in 
Walmley, Sutton Coldfield. 

Within seconds two op¬ 
portunist thieves were driv¬ 
ing off in her Mercedes A 
Class. 

But unknown to the flee¬ 
ing thieves, officers tracked 
the vehicle’s movements 
using the driver’s mobile 
phone which had also been 
stolen along with the car. 

Within an hour officers 
had tracked the abandoned 
vehicle to Oakfield Road 
in Erdington. The owner’s 
handbag and phone were 
still inside and returneds. 

Inspector Kevin Borg, 
from Birmingham North 
local policing unit, said: 
“The woman heard the car 
drive off and instinctively 
tried to stop the thieves in 
their tracks. She managed 
to open the passenger door 
but this was pulled shut 
causing her lose to her 
footing. She was incredibly 
lucky and the outcome could 
have been much worse.” 


But a day-long investi¬ 
gation discovered the prob¬ 
lem actually centred on the 
school’s drainage system 
following heavy rain. 

Maureen Smith, a grand¬ 
mother of a pupil at the 
school, said she believed 
rats were to blame because 
the smell was so bad. 

“The smell is everywhere 
in the school, it’s in all the 
classrooms and even the 
main hall. 

“It’s really horrible, we 
are all very concerned about 
the children’s health. They 
are having to breathe in the 
air every day, “ said Mrs 
Smith who lives in St Mi¬ 
chael’s Crescent, Oldbury. 

But following a thorough 
inspection, environmental 
health officers assured the 
school that the smell posed 
no health risk to children or 
staff. 

Headteacher Dr Tony 
James met with parents 
after the investigation to 
discuss the issues and said 
the school was working to 
remove the odour from the 
site. He said: “We have in¬ 
vestigated fully the concerns 
about reports of an odour at 
the school. 

“There is no question of 
there being a rodent infesta¬ 
tion. The odour is a result of 
the unusual amount of rain 
that has fallen. The school 
has a drain that avoids the 
school flooding, but with the 
water level rising so much 
the ground has become 
soaked. This is the cause of 
the smell. I have arranged 
that all the drains are 
cleaned out immediately.”

Digital autopsy centre plan is unveiled

A NEW autopsy centre that employs the 
latest medical scanning technology will be 
built in West Bromwich, under plans. 

The proposed centre, which would be 
based at Sandwell Valley Crematorium, 
would be one of only three centres of its 
kind in the country. 

It uses a CT scanner and special software 
to look inside the human body and find the 
cause of death without the need for a scal¬ 
pel. The non-invasive process is designed to 
make autopsies less upsetting for relatives 
and speedier than a traditional post mor¬ 


tem. It would allow the body to be released 
for burial or cremation sooner. 

Applicants iGene London Ltd have sub¬ 
mitted the scheme to Sandwell Council. 

They were behind the country’s first £3m 
digital autopsy centre in Sheffield. 

In a letter to the council’s planning de¬ 
partment the company said: “The new facil¬ 
ity provided will be ground-breaking in the 
medical field and will add to the programme 
of similar facilities across the UK going for¬ 
ward.” The centre would create five new 
support staff positions and would be used 


by pathologists. Under the proposals, the 
centre will be based in vacant offices at 
the crematorium in Newton Road and will 
see the interior completely transformed to 
make way for the CT scanning equipment 
and a training room. 

iGene aims to have 18 centres across 
England and Wales open, by the end of 
2015, with the eventual creation of up to 
250 highly-skilled jobs across the country. 

The plans have been submitted to 
Sandwell Council, as planning bosses dis¬ 
cussed a £388,000 revamp of the cremato¬ 


rium, which will give families the chance to 
hold wakes at the site following funerals. 

Approval of the plans was adjourned at 
a meeting last week, to allow members to 
complete a site visit to get a better idea of 
where the complex will be sited. 

If approved, the site will allow groups of 
up to 100 mourners to be catered for at the 
£3.25 million Sandwell Valley Crematorium 
in West Bromwich. 

The expansion will also see the creation 
of two new jobs as well as an extra 22 park¬ 
ing spaces at the site in Newton Road. 


Sandwell tops the league 
for reducing re-offending 


SANDWELL has been named the best local 
authority in the country at reducing re-of- 
fending, according to a new government re¬ 
port. 

Bosses at Sandwell Probation service are celebrat¬ 
ing after coming top in the list of local authorities in 
England and Wales under new figures that look at 
re-offending between October 1, 2012 and Septem¬ 
ber 31, 2013. _ ’ _

that, out of the 4,631 peo¬ 
ple dealt with by Sandwell 
probation team during 
the 12 month period, 232 
went on to re-offend, which 
meant that the borough had 
a re-offending rate that is 
29.4 per cent better than 
the Government’s pre¬ 
dicted rate, which are based 
upon baseline figures from 
2007/2008. 

Dedicated 

Head of Sandwell Proba¬ 
tion, Jane Connelly, said: “I 
feel so proud that at such a 
difficult time of change for 
the probation service, our 
staff are still able to deliver 
such tremendous results. 
Sandwell Probation is full 
of dedicated people who are 
committed to assisting those 
who have offended to make 
positive changes that are 
required to improve public 
safety. All Sandwell em¬ 
ployees are a credit to the 
Probation Trust and to the 
community they serve.” 

Bob Jones, Police and 
Crime Commissioner for the 
West Midlands visited the 


probation team in Sandwell 
last Thursday to congrat¬ 
ulate them. He said: “The 
probation service has really 
made a big difference and 
helped prevent hundreds 
more people becoming vic¬ 
tims and help us save thou¬ 
sands of pounds. 

“It’s brilliant to see that 
Dudley and now Sandwell 
have been named top in the 
country for reducing re-of- 
fending.” 

He said the success had 
been down to the integrated 
offender management sys¬ 
tem established by the 
probation team at Wolver¬ 
hampton, but used across 
the West Midlands that was 
helping the service keep of¬ 
fenders out of trouble. 

The same report showed 
that Wolverhampton came 
sixth and Dudley seventh 
in the government chart, 
with re-offending rates 19.9 
per cent and 19.6 per cent 
better than the baseline re¬ 
spectively. Walsall came sev¬ 
entieth in the table of 174 
local authorities included 
with a rate of 16.1 per cent.

NEC to be sold off in deal worth at 


THE NATIONAL Exhibition Cen¬ 
tre Group is to be sold off as a coun¬ 
cil tries to cope with £1 billion of 
debts from equal pay claims. 

Conservative estimates have sug¬ 
gested the NEC Group, including 
the LG Arena, International Con¬ 
vention Centre and National In¬ 
door Arena in Birmingham, could 
be worth at least £300 million. 

Birmingham City Council today 
confirmed it was seeking offers for 


the NEC Group. 

The NEC Group is said to bring 
more than £2 billion a year to the 
West Midlands economy and sup¬ 
ports 29,000 jobs. 

But the city council is being 
forced by a court to settle claims of 
thousands of women employees who 
were paid less than other workers, 
mainly men, for doing equivalent 
jobs. 

One law firm alone is said to have 


as many as 4,000 cases. 

The City Council has stressed it 
wants to ensure the current use of 
the exhibition centre, ICC and the 
two arenas are preserved. 

The NEC was opened in 1976 
using funding from the council and 
has evolved to host major events 
and concerts by some of the big¬ 
gest performers in the world. The X 
Factor tour will be at the LG Arena 
later this month. 


Birmingham City Council has 
been looking at selling off land¬ 
marks to settle the legal bills. Rich¬ 
ard Taffler, professor of finance at 
Warwick Business School, said it’s 
‘likely the NEC is probably only 
worth £300m’.

Dead mice found in 
restaurant kitchen 


OWNERS of an Indian Restaurant in Smeth¬ 
wick have been fined nearly £10,000 after en¬ 
vironmental health officers found dead mice 
and droppings on containers and equipment. 

Officers from Sandwell Council’s environmen¬ 
tal health department were carrying out a routine 
check at Jee Jee’s Punjabi Bar and Grill on Decem¬ 
ber 10, 2012 when they discovered mouse droppings 


in the kitchen. 

They were also on food 
preparation equipment 
and in areas used for food 
storage areas, as well as a 
dead mouse in a case full 
of glasses, Sandwell Magis¬ 
trates Court heard. The res¬ 
taurant on the High Street 
in Smethwick is owned by 
Theogony Limited, who are 
based in Portland Road, Bir¬ 
mingham. 

Alka Kapoor, the compa¬ 
ny’s director and secretary, 
represented the company in 
court and pleaded guilty to 
failing to put in place ade¬ 
quate procedures to control 
pests, failing to ensure food 
was protected against any 
contamination and failing 
to ensure the premises were 
kept clean. 

Mr David Elliot, prosecut¬ 
ing on behalf of Sandwell 
Council said that when of¬ 
ficers arrived they didn’t 
suspect there was a problem 
with mice, but soon became 
suspicious of the establish¬ 
ment after it failed to pro¬ 
vide necessary paperwork 
relating to cleaning and 
temperature controls.

He said: “Officers dis¬ 
covered mouse droppings 
on shelves in a food stor¬ 
age area in the cellar. They 
also found a dead mouse in 
a container holding glasses 
and two more badly decom¬ 
posed bodies of mice wedged 
between a bin.” 

“Officers decided that it 
caused an immediate risk 
to public health and gave 
the manager the option of 
compulsory or voluntary 
closure, and he took the de¬ 
cision to close voluntarily.” 

He said that the company 
was told to clean up the 
kitchen and contact their 
pest controller, Rentokil, to 
remove the mouse infesta¬ 
tion. In total 23 dead mice 
were found in traps over a 
three day period while the 
restaurant was closed, it 
was re-opened following an 
inspection on January 14. 

Theogony Limited were 
fined in total £9,900 for the 
three offences and ordered 
to pay an additional £330 
victim surcharge and court 
costs of £2,420.44p.

Benefits

MORE than half of sanc¬ 
tions imposed against peo¬ 
ple’s benefits in Sandwell 
were overturned after re¬ 
view during the first finan¬ 
cial quarter, new figures 
have revealed. 

The council’s finance boss 
Councillor Steve Eling has 
since said there is some¬ 
thing ‘badly wrong’ with the 
system. Sanctions may be 
imposed for reasons includ¬ 
ing missing appointments at 
job centres. 

They can lead to claim¬ 
ants having their bene¬ 
fits payments suspended. 
But figures obtained by 
Sandwell Council from the 
Department for Work and 
Pensions show that, for 
sanctions against people’s 
Jobseeker’s Allowance be¬ 
tween April 1 and June 30 
2013, there were 690 ‘re¬ 
quests for reconsideration’ 
- 350 of which were upheld. 

There were also 10 re¬ 
quests for reconsideration 
over sanctions on Employ¬ 
ment and Support Allow¬ 
ance which were all upheld. 
Councillor Eling says he 
wants to find ways to sup¬ 
port those looking to have 
their sanctions reviewed. He 
said: “This tells us there is 
something badly wrong with 
the way benefits sanctions 
are being applied.”

Addressed to 
‘my beautiful, sexy Julie’, 
it said: “You are all I ever 
want and need.” Two of 
the charges relate to mobile 
phone communications she 
had with two other inmates. 

Turton was also sentenced 
for supply of cannabis, after 
handing two Kinder Eggs to 
Hussain’s wife Shelah Arif 
which contained around 
£200 of the drug.

Lord who never 


forgot his roots

DANIEL WAINWRIGHT 
looks back at the life of 
former MP and peer Lord 
Bilston who has died at 71 


IT is hard to imagine another 
politician more deserving of 
the title ‘man of the people’ 
than Dennis Turner. 

Even when elevated to the House 
of Lords, he took the town of his 
birth as his name, Baron Bilston. 

And when he served as MP for Wolver¬ 
hampton South East around 300 people 
took to the streets at the end of his first 
term of office to campaign for his re-elec¬ 
tion. 

The crusade succeeded, with the num¬ 
ber of votes for Dennis Turner in 1992 
almost double those of his Conservative 
rival. 

Fast forward 22 years and it would 
be unthinkable, in the post-expenses 
scandal ‘they’re all the same’ cynicism 
of 2014 that any MP would have such a 
strong following. 

But Dennis Turner, honoured last 
year with a Famous Sons and Daughters 
of Wolverhampton award, was from a 
different era, when more working class 
people were chosen by their communi¬ 
ties to represent them in Westminster. 
He was an extremely well-liked politi¬ 
cian, for whom successive Express & 
Star lobby reporters based in the House 
of Commons developed a fondness and 
friendship. 

He was born, raised and educated in 
Bradley. And he lived there all his life. 

He would become a staunch union 
man who believed strongly in a fair deal 
for working people. 

He was educated at St Martin’s C of E 
School, in Slater Street, then at Stone- 
field Secondary (later Hall Green Com¬ 
prehensive, then Bilston High School 
and now South Wolverhampton and Bil¬ 
ston Academy), in Prosser Street. 

He left to work at Thomas Perry steel 


roll makers, in Highfields Road, as an 
office boy making tea and doing chores, 
then studied office accounting at Bil¬ 
ston College before joining the Better- 
ware kitchen equipment company as a 
salesman when he was 17. 

Going door to door in the 1950s and 
1960s, and seeing the poor conditions 
of slum housing, gave Lord Bilston the 
interest he would have in politics for 
the rest of his life and the belief that he 
could help to make things better. 

In 1964 he moved into the Bilston 
steel industry, beginning as a stock- 
taker, and later as transport controller. 


And two years later, he was first 
elected to the Wolverhampton Bor¬ 
ough Council at the age of 22. He was 
chosen to be the deputy leader of the 
council in 1980, a position he held for 
six years until his decision to stand for 
Parliament. Lord Bilston also served on 
the now-defunct West Midlands County 
Council from 1973 until 1986. 

He chaired the Joint Trade Union Ac¬ 
tion Committee which had fought the 
long and ultimately doomed battle to 
stop the closure of Bilston Steelworks. 
He was at the forefront of the five-year 
fight to save the works from the axe in 


the late 1970s, and was devastated when 
it closed with the loss of thousands of 
jobs. “It was traumatic to see the demise 
of the steel industry,” he once recalled. 
“I don’t think I will ever see such a cat¬ 
astrophic effect on the people of this 
area.” 

So popular was he among his political 
peers that in 1987, when he first won the 
Wolverhampton South East seat, even 
members of the Tory party had contrib¬ 
uted to his campaign fund. As a Wolver¬ 
hampton councillor at the time he was 
given a China piggy bank by Conserva¬ 
tive Paddy Bradley when he resigned his 
seat to begin his campaign. 

He continued to fight hard for his 
people. In 1993 he gathered 5,000 sig¬ 
natures on two petitions, 2,500 on each, 
campaigning against plans to impose 
VAT on fuel and another against threats 
to strip pensioners of free travel passes. 

Identity 

Just a few years ago his time and 
power was called upon again when Bil¬ 
ston itself looked to be bureaucratically 
torn apart in a review of Parliamentary 
boundaries. 

The town was set to be represented 
by four different MPs, something that 
risked its very identity. 

Dennis, along with his brother Bert, a 
councillor and at the time mayor of Wol¬ 
verhampton, led the charge. They took a 
coachload of people to a Boundary Com¬ 
mission hearing in Birmingham to plead 
their case. And they won. 

The stroke he suffered in May 2006 
affected the use of his right arm and leg, 
but he recovered and carried on his du¬ 
ties in the Lords. The following year he 
was granted Freedom of the City. 

But despite his huge political profile 
he was a family man at heart. He leaves 
his devoted wife Pat, 67, two grown 
up children, Brendon and Jenny, and 
a granddaughter, Bella. Last year, the 
old Labour firebrand Dennis Skinner 
highlighted Dennis Turner as the sort 
of person that voters just do not see 
enter politics anymore and sadly, will 
not again.

A PETROL station attendant 
used his mobile phone to dial 
for freedom after armed raid¬ 
ers locked him in a toilet.Two 
gun-wielding robbers forced 
Arshad Hussain into a toilet at 
the Elf Service Station in Mox- 
ley before making off with near¬ 
ly £2,000. Mr Hussain used his 
mobile to call police. 

A PILOT died at the controls of 
his cargo plane after its engines 
failed. The four-engined Vickers 
Viscount plummeted out of the 
sky in blizzards at Stowe-by- 
Chartley, between Stafford and 
Uttoxeter. The pilot had battled 
to avoid hitting homes. 

DETECTIVES excavating the 
house of Gloucester builder Fred 
West believed they had discov¬ 
ered the corpses of two wom¬ 
en who disappeared during the 
1970s. One of them was identi¬ 
fied as former Wolverhampton 
schoolgirl Shirley Robinson. A 
third body was believed to be 
West’s 16-year-old daughter, 
last seen in 1987.

Plans for 
homes at 
school site 
put on Ice 


A DECISION on plans to build almost 80 new 
homes on the site of a former school has 
been put on hold after Sport England lodged 
an objection. 

Members of Sandwell Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee backed the development on the old Fir Tree 
School in Greenside Way on the Yew Tree Estate 
last week. But a final decision cannot yet be made. 


It follows Sport England 
raising concerns about the 
loss of the playing field 
which is part of the site. An 
assessment of the borough’s 
playing fields is now taking 
place. 

Councillors voted to 
support the plans from 
Persimmon Homes for 78 
properties despite the objec¬ 
tion. The decision has been 
put on hold while discus¬ 
sions take place with Sport 
England. 

Councillor Liam Preece 
said he couldn’t under¬ 
stand the objection. He 
added: “There is a playing 
field with the school but it 
is locked away and people 
can’t get to it. I don’t see 
what benefit it is to the 
community when it’s be¬ 
hind lock and key.”

The first two raids, at HSBC in 
Cradley Heath and Lloyds TSB in 
Bearwood, proved fruitless, with 
the offender, aged in his 40s to 
50s, fleeing empty handed. 

But in the most recent offence, 
on Tuesday, February 18, the man 
snatched the till from Booze Corner in 
Halesowen. 

The robber first struck on Friday, 
January 31, when he walked into the 
HSBC on Cradley Heath High Street 
and pulled out a handgun before re¬ 
questing that the cashier handed 
over money. In fear for her safety, the 
member of staff walked away from the 
counter and the would-be thief fled. 

Then on Monday, February 17, the 
same man is believed to have struck at 
Lloyds TSB on Bearwood Road, where 
his attempts were foiled again. 

Brian Habington’s 74-year-old 
mother Barbara was in the bank 
during the attempted raid. He said: 
“When she was standing in the queue 
when all of a sudden a big-looking 
bloke, with his face completely cov¬ 
ered, ran up to the counter demanding 
money. 

“The staff wouldn’t give it to him, 
and he ran off. My mother was com¬ 
pletely shocked, she couldn’t go shop¬ 
ping afterwards. The staff were so 
cool, and took care of her afterwards, 

then the other day they sent her a big 
bunch of flowers.” 

The very next day two men entered 
Booze Corner on Howley Grange Road, 
Halesowen, and demanded money 
from the till while brandishing a gun, 
but before the woman could act one of 
the men grabbed the till and ran to a 
waiting car, a turquoise Land Rover. 


The main offender is white, around 
5ft 8ins to 5ft lOins tall, medium build, 
aged in his 40s or 50s, and he has been 
known to wear a black beanie hat or 
hooded top, light coloured trainers and 
dark gloves. In the Booze Corner raid 
the offender also wore large glasses. 

His accomplice in the latest crime 
was in his 20s and wore a black top 


with a GioGio logo in bright green 
across the front. He also wore dark 
jeans and a bright blue Voi logo on the 
pockets. 

All of the robberies have taken place 
between noon and 2.30pm.

A SANDWELL children’s leader 
has issued a warning about a 
drink or dare craze sweeping the 
internet. 

Dr Jenny Harding, independent 
chair of Sandwell Safeguarding Chil¬ 
dren Board, is urging parents and car¬ 
ers to speak to youngsters about the 
dangers of Neknominate. 

The so-called game involves someone 
posting footage online of themselves down¬ 
ing a large amount of alcohol. They then 
challenge two or more friends to outdo 
them and anyone who does not take part 
can face ridicule on social media like Face- 
book. 

As the craze has spread people have 
started drinking larger amounts of alcohol 
including cocktails and other concoctions. 

Dr Harding’s warning comes in the 
wake of the Local Government Associa¬ 
tion, which represents almost 400 councils 
in England and Wales, saying Twitter and 
Facebook should introduce warnings about 
Neknominate. 

She said: “We are contacting schools and 
our other partners like the NHS to ask 
them to help raise awareness of this issue. 

“Neknominate is no more of a problem in 
Sandwell than anywhere else but we want 
to ensure parents and carers know about 
it so they can talk to their children if nec¬ 
essary. 

“Drinking lots of alcohol quickly can be 
dangerous and have serious consequences. 
The clips rarely show the after-effects such 
as vomiting or passing out and/or other 
risky situations they may find themselves 
in. 

“Social media like Facebook and Twit¬ 
ter can exert a tremendous amount of peer 
pressure and it can be difficult for people 
to say no.”

Devastating night of the Zeppelins 
that left its mark on Black country 


IT WAS just a normal night in the 
Black Country, or as normal as 
any night was during the dark 
days of the First World War. 

The trams clattered through the 
streets, folk flocked to the cinemas. 
The lights were ablaze as people went 
about their business as usual. 

Then the Zeppelins came. Dozens were 
killed as bomb after bomb pounded down 
on Tipton, Wednesbury, Bilston and Wal¬ 
sall. Buildings were ripped apart as death 
rained down from the skies. A devastated 
husband returned from the pictures to find 
three generations of his family had perished 
in the carnage. The Black Country had 
never seen anything like it. 

Amateur historian Derrick Nicholls has 
spent 18 months researching the devastat¬ 
ing raids of 98 years ago, putting together 
an exhibition at Tipton Library. 

Among the artefacts Mr Nicholls, a 
71-year-old retired newsagent, has gath¬ 
ered together, is a police notice advising the 
public what to do in the event of an air raid.

It suggests keeping a bucket of sand or 
water to hand in the upstairs bedrooms, 
in order to tackle any small fires that may 
break out. 

“All windows and doors on the lower floor 
should be closed to prevent the admission of 
noxious gases,” added police commissioner 
Mr E R Henry. 

Destruction came to the Black Country 
on a foggy, frosty night on January 31, 
1916, when a fleet of German Zeppelin 
airships were making their way to attack 
Liverpool. 

But in the misty conditions and heavy 
clouds, two of nine aircraft - the L21 and 
L19 - became lost over the Midlands. Zep¬ 
pelin L21 was commanded by 45-year-old 
Kapitanleutnant Max Dietrich. He had 
thought he was flying over the Irish Sea but 
had been mistaken by sparsely populated 
areas of countryside. 

On his orders, the crew of 16 dropped 
their deadly payload from the skies on an 
unsuspecting public largely unaware of 


their imminent fate. Bombs were initially 
believed to have hit Union Street in Tipton, 
with around five of the devices falling all 
around. 

One also fell outside Tipton railway 
station and more around Barnfield Road 
trading estate. In Union Street, two houses 
were demolished and others damaged, the 
gas main was set alight. In all 14 people 
were killed in the town as the bombs struck 
at around 8 o’clock that night. 

Treatment 

News reports at the time were subject 
to military censorship, and the Express & 
Star was only allowed to describe the Black 
Country raids as being in Staffordshire. 

An inquest was held jointly for 13 of the 
victims of the Tipton bombing on February 
3. The 14th victim Louisa York, who worked 
as nurse, had been taken for treatment at 
Dudley Guest Hospital and her inquest was 
held elsewhere. The ruling from the inquest 
on the death certificates states ‘Wilful mur¬ 
der against the Kaiser of Germany and his 
son the Crown Prince as being accessory to 


and after the fact’ at the insistence of the 
inquest jury. A young couple, Maud and 
William Fellows, who were unmarried but 
had the same name, were killed after one 
bomb hit as they walked along a canal tow- 
path in nearby Bradley. 

Their death is commemorated by a plaque 
on the wall of the Bradley pumping station. 

Mr Nicholls, of Beverston Road, has been 
holding an exhibition at Tipton Library, 
bringing together the images and stories 
through trawling the archives, including 
those of the Express & Star for the exhi¬ 
bition. At the time, the Express & Star 
reported that 26 people had been killed in¬ 
stantly during the night, but Mr Nicholls’ 
research found the death toll was signifi¬ 
cantly higher. Mr Nicholls says a total of 33 
people were killed in the raid.” 

Mr Nicholls is now considering putting 
together a book of his research. The exhi¬ 
bition, which returns to the library from 
March 13 to 28, was put together to coincide 
with a special community opera, Zeppelin 
Dreams which runs at the Wolverhampton 
Grand on March 20 and 21.

TWO bungling burglars backed a 
loser when they tried to steal a 
safe from a bookmakers, a judge 
was told. 

Mark Tibbs, 40, and 34-year-old Ed¬ 
ward Preece were caught red-handed 
after breaking in through the front 
door two days before Christmas, Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court was told. 

The pair used crow bars to prise the safe 
with £5000 inside from its concrete base in 
the floor of the Coral shop at Owen Street, 
Tipton, said Miss Sally Cairns, prosecuting. 

The raiders caused over £2,000 dam¬ 
age as they unsuccessfully attempted to 
strong arm it out of the turf accountants at 
4.30am, but only managed to alert police to 
what was going on by setting off the burglar 
alarm, the court heard. 

Officers arrived in time to see Tibbs flee¬ 
ing over a wall and chased him down an 
alleyway where both he and Preece were 
arrested, continued Miss Cairns. 

She said: “They got in by forcing open the 
front door of the shop and left by the back 
door. Crow bars were used to break the safe 
away from the floor. A tamper alarm was 
activated which alerted the police. 

“Tibbs was jumping over a wall at the 
back of the building when the officers 
reached the scene. He and Preece ran down 
an alleyway where both were detained.” 

The unopened safe was discovered 
wedged between two walls on the stair¬ 
case. A third man escaped and has not been 
traced. 

Tibbs from Bloomfield Terrace, Tipton, 
had 21 previous convictions while Preece of 
nearby Parkes Lane had 17 previous con¬ 
victions and was the subject of a community 
order for another non dwelling burglary at 
the time of the break in, the court was told. 

Mr Stephen Cadwaladr, defending, said: 
“Both were recruited late in the day. The 
two defendants required little persuasion. 
It was two days before Christmas and they 
were strapped for cash.” 

The two men both admitted burglary and 
were each jailed for 16 months by Judge 
John Wait.

New plans 
for homes 
at church 

FRESH plans have been 
lodged for the conversion 
and refurbishment of a for¬ 
mer vandal-hit church into 
eight homes. 

The proposals by SAP De¬ 
velopments Limited involve 
converting the former St 
Andrew’s Church, in Dar- 
laston, into eight, one bed¬ 
room apartments.

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No waiting as scheme 
is on track, say chiefs 



The remarkable-looking building which will be part of the HS2 masterplan 


THESE dramatic images re¬ 
veal the extent of the trans¬ 
formation that HS2 could 
make to the centre of Bir¬ 
mingham. 

Experts hope the new city cen¬ 
tre station will give the economy a 
£1.3 billion annual boost and cre¬ 
ate 14,000 jobs. 

The Birmingham Curzon HS2 mas¬ 
terplan will transform 141 hectares 
and was has been unveiled by Bir¬ 
mingham City Council. 

At the heart of the scheme will be a 
new city centre station - Birmingham 
Curzon - where HS2 will terminate on 
its 49-minute journey from London. 

Developments surrounding the sta¬ 
tion will make this one of the largest 
urban regeneration schemes in Brit¬ 
ain, and the largest redevelopment so 
far announced on the back of the high¬ 
speed line. 

Proposals include the creation of 
over 14,000 jobs, 600,000 sq metres of 
new employment space and 2,000 new 
homes. 

Council chiefs say the massive cash 
injection will support the city’s crea¬ 
tive, learning and research sectors and 
the booming professional and financial 
services industry. 

The unveiling of the plans came de¬ 
spite cross-party backing for the £42 
billion line being thrown into doubt. 
Tory and Labour MPs from flood and 
storm ravaged constituencies said they 
would refuse to support the line unless 
major improvements were made to the 
West Country railway network. 

City leaders in Birmingham how¬ 
ever hailed the potential of HS2 as a 
catalyst for urban regeneration and 
called on political leaders to push 
ahead with the rail scheme and help 
unlock growth across the country. 
The Curzon HS2 Masterplan is the 
latest multi-million pound boost for 
Birmingham’s city centre. The £600 


million transformation of New Street 
Station will be completed next year 
along with a £128 million Midland 
Metro extension linking the station 
with the tram line at Snow Hill. 

Proposals have also been tabled for 
Paradise Circus in the heart of the city 
including a second Metro tram exten¬ 
sion continuing on from New Street 
Station to Centenary Square. 

Eastside City Park was the first new 


city centre park in Birmingham for 
more than 130 years when it opened 
right next to Curzon Street in Decem¬ 
ber 2012, and the critically-acclaimed 
£188 Library of Birmingham opened 
last year - proving a magnet for tour¬ 
ist and a centre for learning since. 

Sir Albert Bore, leader of Birming¬ 
ham City Council said: “We’re not 
waiting around for HS2 to get built 
before we get started.”

Drivers in 
taxi rank

Calm Colin's the 
man for making 
things happen 

SOMETIMES it’s a question of life 
or death for Emergency Medicine 
Consultant Colin Holburn, who 
deals calmly with every crisis, 
maintaining a professional ser¬ 
vice with a very human touch. 

As clinical lead for Emergency Med¬ 
icine for Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals NHS Trust, Colin is 
also the Trust’s lead for emergency 
planning, meaning he steps up in a ma¬ 
jor incident to co-ordinate the Trust’s 
response. 

He also is there to ensure that the 
trust is able to continue providing care 
even in exceptionally challenging situ¬ 
ations, and that all patients receive the 
treatment they need. 

He was on duty the time that A&E 
burned down at Sandwell Hospital in 
2002. 

He recalled: “The priority was to get 
all the patients and staff out safely, and 
worry about how it happened later. Re¬ 
building both the physical department 
and the staffing team was a big job, but 
very rewarding.” 

Enjoyment 

The emergency department is open 
24 hours a day, seven days a week, and 
shifts cover round the clock. Colin ex¬ 
plained: “One of the great things about 
emergency medicine is that no shift is 
typical and that adds to my enjoyment 
of the speciality. 

“You can’t predict who will be the 
next patient you see, and with the four 
hour target we don’t have our patients 
in the department for very long. 

“There is a great team effort in¬ 
volved in meeting the target and my 
part in it is to make sure that timely 
decisions are made for patients.

The nurses who deliver 
more than Just babies 


T he midwives will have to deliver 
some bad news this week - it’s 
the last in the current series. 

And that will leave over eight million 
fans wondering exactly what to do 
with their Sunday evenings. 

But just why has this tale of East 
End London in the days before the 
contraceptive pill been such a hit, 
while other, more hyped dramas, 
struggle to get half as many viewers? 

Helen George, who plays the 
convent’s resident blonde bombshell 
Trixie, has a couple of theories. 

“I think it’s partly because of the 
original memoirs that were written by 
Jennifer Worth. She’d created such 
beautiful stories and her memoirs 
were so wonderful, and then Heidi 
Thomas continued that when she 
adapted it for the screen, so I think it 
begins with the writing and the stories. 
If you’ve got a good story to tell, 
people want to listen. 

‘And then from that, the cast has 
been really great - it’s wonderful that 
people like Pam Ferris and Miranda 
Hart wanted to do it. 

And I think it’s a period of history 
that hasn’t really been focused on in 


n interest 

There’s also an interest in the 
clothes, which Helen admits she’s 
shares. “We’ve had an amazing 
costume designer, and I’m told 
vintage fashions suit me - it’s a period 
that really accentuates a woman’s 
curves. 

“They hold you in all the right 
places, so it’s quite flattering, although 
it’s tough to eat on set sometimes -

give birth, and she pops it when their 
waters break. You can’t really feel 
squeamish because it’s just a condom 
full of water!” 

So, bear that in mind during any 
particularly graphic scenes in this 
episode as Jenny pays a visit to first¬ 
time mother Jeanette. 

The two women quickly establish a 
rapport, which is just as well, as 
Jeanette needs frequent visits - and if 
that allows Jenny to see more of the 
mum-to-be’s cousin Philip, that’s just a 
perk of the job. 

Do we sense another stylish Fifties 
wedding in the offing, or are we 
getting a bit ahead of ourselves? 

Elsewhere, it looks like Chummy’s 
nursing skills may be needed closer to 
home, as she discovers Lady Browne 
has discharged herself from hospital, 
leaving her daughter in despair. 

The mums of Poplar have learned 
to heed Chummy’s advice, so why 
won’t her own mother listen to her?

Big Cat gets a sleeker look 


By Andy Enright 


Some cars dress up very nicely. 
The Jaguar XF executive model 
is one of them. Choose it in su¬ 
percharged XFR or XFR-S per¬ 
formance guises and it’s every 
bit the BMW M5 rival. 

Where Jaguar has historically missed 
a trick is offering that same look with its 
more affordable diesel engines and more 
realistically priced trim levels as, say, BMW 
does with its M Sport trim on the 5 Series. 
But the Solihull brand has now caught up. 
Hence the availability of the R-Sport trim 
we’re looking at here on more dynam¬ 
ic-looking variants of the XF saloon and XF 
Sportbrake estate. 

Order your XF as an R-Sport and you 
get the standard recipe embellished with 
much of the look whichcharacterises the 
range-topping XFR super saloon model. 


There’s a choice of saloon or estate body- 
styles and you can select between all three 
of the main diesel engines in the XF line¬ 
up. That means the familiar 2.2-litre pow- 
erplant in 163 or 200PS guises, plus the 
240PS 3.0-litre diesel V6. 

Yes, the R-Sport package merely repre¬ 
sents a trim level: there are no mechani¬ 
cal changes over the standard XF. But that 
doesn’t necessarily mean this car is a wolf 
in sheep’s clothing. 

If you really want some strong pulling 
power in your XF R-Sport, there’s the op¬ 
tion of the 3.0-litre V6 diesel with 240PS. 
For most, however, there’s more relevance 
in the performance of that 2.2-litre diesel. 
The entry-level 163PS XF will stop the 
watch at 9.8 seconds. 

But the 200PS version, which is actually 
just as clean and economical, manages it 
in a far more sprightly 8.5 seconds, on the 
way to a 142mph maximum. With 450Nm 
of torque available from only 2,000rpm, 
there’s no shortage of muscle with this en¬ 






gine, and the XF eight-speed auto transmission 
means you’re always plugged into the meat of it. 

Across the XF range, advances have been 
made in refinement, with active engine mounts 
(diesels) and sound deadening material featur¬ 
ing on the car as well as redesigned wing mirrors 
to reduce wind noise. 

Since its main facelift back in Spring 2011, 
the XF has had a much sleeker look, something 
that’s also a feature of the sleek Sportbrake es¬ 
tate. That model has a 1675-litre total loading ca¬ 
pacity and there are nearly 100 different ways to 
configure the interior. 

Inside, it’s still a special experience. The auto 
gear selector rises into the palm of your hand on 
start-up as the dashboard airvents acrobatically 


turn into position to greet you as you fire the ig¬ 
nition. 

If your only experience of XF motoring is of the 
original version, then in this current model, you’ll 
appreciate the more supportive seats, the smart¬ 
er satin-feel switches and the classier graphics 
on the 7-inch touch screen which looks after 
most of the main dashboard functions. 

Relax inside an XF and from the stitched leath¬ 
er dashboard and door cappings to the alumini¬ 
um and wood furnishings, it really does feel spe¬ 
cial. The craftsmanship, materials and attention 
to detail all impress. 

Jaguar’s designers have sought to find more 
interesting ways to say ‘luxury’, and largely, their 
efforts have worked. The lines are clean and 


pure, the materials are familiar, but with a very 
modern flavour - from soft-grained leathers to 
real wood veneers with a bold, contemporary 
spin. Even the phosphor-blue interior lighting 
has its own mood. 

No apologies for concentrating on that 2.2-litre 
diesel engine again. In 163PS form, it’s available 
in the latest EC02 spec which, amongst other 
things, uses an engine stop/start system to de¬ 
liver a 57.7mpg combined cycle fuel figure along 
with 129g/km of C02. 

If you’ve set your heart on a Jaguar XF, then 
you’ll not be unaware of the driveway statement 
your purchase will make. In which case, you’re 
likely to be very tempted by R-Sport spec, even 
at a £3,000 premium over the standard model.

VW pumping up power 


At the 1974 Geneva Motor 
Show, a sleek new Volkswa¬ 
gen hatchback coupe made 
its debut. 

Forty years and over a million sales 
later, the Volkswagen Scirocco is pre¬ 
paring to return to Geneva, with a new 
range of advanced engines that offer 
up to 280 PS yet also promise fuel ef¬ 
ficiency improvements of up to 19 per 
cent, without compromising the Sci- 
rocco’s dynamic performance. 

Externally, the Scirocco’s stylish 
shape has been refined and modern¬ 
ised with new headlights and tail lights, 
as well as revised bumper styling. 

The revised front bumper features 
aerodynamic ‘blades’ in the outer 


section, like those of the latest-gener¬ 
ation Golf GTI, with integrated indica¬ 
tor lights, daytime running lights and 
fog lights. On models fitted with the 
optional bi-xenon headlights, the day¬ 
time running lights are LEDs within the 
main headlights. At the rear, all Sci- 
roccos now have LED tail lights, while 
the bumper has been reshaped to ap¬ 
pear lower and more purposeful. As 
on a Golf, the Volkswagen logo badge 
now has an additional purpose: func¬ 
tioning as the tailgate release handle. 

As before, the range-topping Sci¬ 
rocco R has a distinct look, with be¬ 
spoke bumpers and alloy wheels. The 
Scirocco R now comes as standard 
with 18-inch ‘Cadiz’ alloy wheels, as 
on the Golf R. The rest of the range 


also receives new alloy wheel designs, 
including the option of the ‘Talladega’ 
alloy previously reserved for the ‘R’. 

Under the bonnet (which as before 
features the Volkswagen roundel) are 
six new tubocharged direct-injection 
petrol and diesel engines, all of which 
meet EU6 emissions standards and 
return between 68.9 and 34.9 mpg. 

Inside, the dashboard has been 
updated, with new-look dials and an 
auxiliary instrument cluster above the 
centre console, consisting of chro¬ 
nometer, charge pressure and oil tem¬ 
perature gauges - a tribute to the 1974 
model. 

Orders open in the UK in May, with 
first deliveries in September. More de¬ 
tails available closer to launch.

Rampant Benteke puts rival to the sword 


Villa 4 Norwich 1 

WITH Christian Benteke ram¬ 
pant and a survival rival put to 
the sword, this felt like a rerun of 
Villa’s ‘Sunderland moment’ for 
2014. 

This time it was Norwich City’s 
fate to be in the path of the Bel¬ 
gium international when he fi¬ 
nally tapped into the destructive, 
defence-demolishing power of 
last season and they were no bet¬ 
ter equipped to deal with it than 
Paolo Di Canio’s team last season. 

In the end. Villa and Benteke 
came up a little short on that 
spectacular 6-1 result. But the 


conclusion felt very similar with 
the home side vaulting well clear 
of any immediate relegation peril 
on the back of the inspired form of 
their talisman. 

All season Villa fans have had 
to make do with fragments of the 
Benteke they so relished in his 
debut campaign, but Saturday’s 
performance was straight out of 
last season’s vintage. 

Two goals in as many minutes 
transformed what had the capac¬ 
ity to be an uncomfortable after¬ 
noon for Paul Lambert’s side, who 
had conceded a third-minute goal 
to none other than Wes Hoolahan,

the Norwich playmaker Villa had 
tried but failed to recruit from 
Carrow Road during January.

ALBION striker Nicolas 
Anelka is awaiting the full 
written judgment of an in¬ 
dependent commission on 
his offence at West Ham 
on December 28 after the 
three-man panel found him 
guilty and banned him for 
five games.

ALBION have been mourn¬ 
ing the death of former de¬ 
fender Stan Rickaby - and 
lamenting the loss of the 
final link to arguably their 
greatest team. 

The right-back, who made 
205 appearances and scored 
twice during five years at 
The Hawthorns, died in 
Australia at the age of 89. 

The one-cap England in¬ 
ternational collected a 1954 
FA Cup-winners’ medal 
after playing in every round 
before missing out on the 
final due to injury. He was 
the last surviving mem¬ 
ber of the squad that went 
within a whisker of winning 
the League and Cup double 
and was dubbed the ‘team of 
the century’. 

Albion will pay tribute 
to the defender before Sat¬ 
urday’s home game against 
Manchester United. 

The club said in a state¬ 
ment: “Our thoughts are 
with Stan’s family and 
friends.” 

Rickaby emigrated in 
1969 to Australia, where he 
stayed for the rest of his life. 

The Baggies’ double-am¬ 
bitions were thwarted 
by an injury crisis in the 
final weeks of the cam¬ 
paign before they finished 
runners-up to arch-rivals 
Wolves but they finished 
second and won the FA Cup 
with the team, which fea¬ 
tured legends Ray Barlow, 
Ronnie Allen and Joe Ken¬ 
nedy, hailed as one of the 
Baggies’ greatest. 

Drop fear is

BOSS Paul Lambert today 
dismissed fears of relega¬ 
tion at Villa. He insisted he 
was never worried about the 
drop after Villa took a huge 
leap to safety.

'Soap opera' rap over troubled Albion season 


JAMES MORRISON has branded Albion’s 
troubled season a ‘soap opera’.

“There just seems to have been a lot of s*** 
going on. It does feel like a soap opera - you 
should try being involved in it. It’s been 
one thing after another at West Brom with 
managers changing and people getting sus¬ 
pended.

However, Albion are hopeful Stephane 
Sessegnon and Claudio Yacob will figure 
against United on Saturday (12.45pm) after 
returning to training. 

Jones has been diagnosed with a ham¬ 
string tear, meaning a recovery period of up 
to a month from the time of the injury - the 
1-1 draw with Fulham on February 22.
